Darling on Wall Street hit with scandal

WILMINGTON - In 1996 Centennial 


Technologies Inc., was called the dar- 
ling of Wall Street. Centennial Tech- 
nologies Inc., is a company responsible 
for the development and manufacturing 
of one of the broadest ranges of PC 
Cards, SIMM Modules, and Flash tech- 
nologies in the industry. Their products 
enhance the utility of portable comput- 
ers and electronic equipment by adding 
additional memory, storage, multime- 
dia, and security. It is a booming busi- 
ness, one with need and high demand 
Last year Centennials earnings were up, 
projections up, and the stock price was 
way up. The steady climb of its stock 
lead all to believethe company was on its 
way to record breaking earnings - and it 
was. 

Unfortunately what was about to 
unfold rocked the business world. And 
now Centennial is trying to rebuild after 
last February's severe blow, when it’s 
former CEO Emanuel Pinez, now cur-

rently incarcerated at the Plymouth 
County House of Corrections, orches- 
trated securities fraud, amoney launder- 
ing scam and insider trading. What 
followed were massive financial losses, 
firing of topexecutivesand layoffs. Stock 
plummeted from $58.00 a share to a 
mere dollar, Pinez’s attempt to drive up 
company stock, cost him and the com- 


pany millions. As well as angry inves- 


tors and vendors. Results were 32 class 
action suits, which were settled in June 
97. Butjust when things looked like they 
couldn't get any worse for the company 
Centennial laid of f 19% of its work force 
in a desperate attempt to cut cost. Cen- 
tennial has recently recaptured some of 
that lost work force bringing its total 
employees to approximately 110. Cen- 
tennial is proud thaLit is growing again. 
“We're hiring e8pecially engineers” 
said Don Peck, Legal council and Trea- 
surer. 

After the firing of Pinez, Centennial 
brought in L. Michael Hone, formerly of

TEWKSBURY - A proposal for a 
multi-screen cinema complex at 
Oakdale Plaza, in Tewksbury has been 
withdrawn by John Crowley Jr. of 
Flagship Cinemas Inc. 

Mr. Crowley did not appear at the 
Board of Appeals meeting, but a letter 
from him, left in the town hall mail- 
box, notified the board of the with- 
Yrawal. The board unanimously ap- 

~ proved the action. 

Board Chairman Thomas Gannon 


told listeners after the meeting that he,.° 


had no idea why Mr. Crowley pre- 
sented the withdrawal and that it came 
as ‘a complete surprise. 

_ - The letter dated January 5 said only 
that Flagship Cinemas Inc was with- 


drawing its application currently be- 
fore the board to occupy space at 445 
Main Street. 

Crowley, an attorney who owns 
cinemas in Maine, proposed a 12 
screen, 2,000 seat complex:at the in- 
tersection of Shawsheen Street and 
Route 38. His plan would have housed 
a portion of the 27,500 square foot 
cinema in half of the former Stuart's 
department store. 

The proposal has been opposed 
since it first appeared November 28. 
Residents were already concerned 
about traffic at that intersection and 
felt the addition of more cars heading 
to the movies would worsen it

WILMINGTON - A discussion by the 
Wilmington Planning Boardof the Elia’s 
Country Store site plan at 379 Middlesex 
Ave evoked the heated emotions of prop- 
erty owners John and Mike Elia. 

Jeff Miller, frém the KJ Miller Com- 
pany, intfoduced the site plan for the 
relocation of Elia’s Country Store at the 
Planning Board meeting January 6 

According to Miller, the property 
owners plan to move the convenience 
store into the new building behind it 
“The store will have the same use and the

owners just want-to relocate the busi- 
ness. It (the store) will be 123 feet back 
from Middlesex A’ said Miller. 

Miller stated that the property own- 
ers are planning on renting out the old 
building once the move is finalized. 
“Maybe there will be a hardware store 
there, In 1995, the Planning Board 
suggested renovating the building to 
make it a historical site. But, that hasn't 
been discussed since then,” said Miller. 

According to Miller, a building per- 
mit was granted to the Elias three months 
ago and a septic system is already in- 
stalled. However, an order was issued 
‘one to two weeks before Christmas, halt- 
ing the construction work on the prop- 
erty 

Miller explained why the order to 
stop construction was issued. "Any com: 
mercial property comes under site plan 
review. In “95, (when the plan was first 
introduced) the Town Engineer did this 
This (procedure) has changed. so the 


ons 


Planning Board took over control. The 


issue with the Planning Board was that 
they wanted to complete their review of 
the site plan. A building permit was 
signed by the Town Engineer and Build 
ing Inspector, but halted so the Planning 
Board could review the plan,” said Miller. 
“The Planning Board used to issue a 
report to the Town Engineer, but now 
the procedure is reversed. The plan was 
filed before the change in procedure, so 
we are stuck in the middle.” 

According to Miller, three unresolved 
issues from 1995 were the reasons for 
post-poning the construction, “The 
Board wanted to see a floor plan. They 
were also questioning the loading dock 
and parking. The last issue was the 
restoration of the old property,” said 
Miller : 

Miller stated that the loading dock 
area was changed to 15 feet across at the 
narrowest point and 60 feet long. “The 
back-up movement works. Deliveries 
are two trucks a day, so there's nota lot 
now. Generally, there are early morning 
drop-offs for produce and other groc 
items. So, they’ re usually on off hours 
said Miller. 

Miller confirmed that the plan com- 
plies with the required 44 parking spaces 

Mike Elia stated that four employees, 
at most, will be parking on the property 

According to Miller, an existing shed 
on the property will be removed and 
possibly replaced by a walk way extend- 
ing around the back 

Miller proposed the addition of side 
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Medford to provide design services 
for the project. Over the upcoming 
weeks, a team will be surveying the 
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ing nearby abutter Eagles Point Corp. 
indicated that he felt the applicant 
should have gone before the Board of 
Appeals with a traffic study. He said 
that his client did not oppose the use,

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Incinerator could be eliminated 


Dear Larz: 

Citizens of Tewksbury should 
urge Town Manager David 
Cressman and the Board of 
Selectmen to work toward closing 
the North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) incinerator. 

The NESWC incinerator 
emitting high levels of mercury and 
dioxin from its smokestacks. 
Mercury causes nervous and 
development disorders. Dioxin is a 
known cancer causing agent and has 
been linked to infertility. The US 
Environmental Protection Agency 
is investigating the impact of this 
incinerator and the three other 
incinerators in the Merrimack 
Valley. We need to encourage the 
EPA to become actively involved in 
the effort to close the NESWC 
incinerator. 

Wheelabrator, the owner of the 
incinerator, is currently making 
plans to "retrofit" the stacks to 
comply with the Clean Air Act. The 
retrofit, would cost the 23 NESWC 
towns $40-60 million and might 
become obsolete within the next two 
years if President Clinton's plans 
for new Clean Air standards are 
implemented. Even if new standards 
are not enacted,the towns would be 
paying for 100 percent of a retrofit 
which they would get the "benefit" 
of for about seven years while 
Wheclabrator would get the 
“benefit” of it for another 20 years. 

I put the word benefit in quotes 
because, although a retrofit may 
control some of the pollution, it 
will not control all of it, Adding a 
retrofit to this highly polluting 
facility would only allow it to 
continue adding to the toxins that 
have already accumulated in our

Dear Larz: 

I'm writing you to comment on 
the antics which occurred during 
midnight mass at St. Thomas 
Church on Christmas Eve. In all the 
years since Fr. Mackin has been 
gone from St. Thomas Parish, | 
have never missed him more than I 
did at that mass service. He would 
not have tolerated the disrupted 
behavior of a group of 
approximately 20 teenagers seated 
at the rear of the church t 
evening.

This toxic ash is put into a 
landfill in Peabody. Amazingly, the 
23 towns, not Wheelabrator, are 
liable if the ash causes any 
environmental problems. The towns 
should refuse to pay for the 
retrofit. 

The state has set a goal of 46 
percent recycling by the year 2000. 
Tewksbury and the other NESWC 
towns are far below this percentage 
in recycling. The major reason is 
that the NESWC contract obligates 
the towns to pay for a guaranteed 
amount of tonnage even if we don't 
send it. This is a tremendous 
disincentive to recycling. Closing 
the incinerator would remove this 
obstacle to recycling. Data tells us 
that if we increase recycling to 46 
percent, the NESWC incinerator 
would be unnecessary. We need to 
encourage the state Office of 
Environmental Affairs to become 
actively involved in the effort to 
close this incinerator. 

Please call or write Mr. Cressman 
and the Selectmen (640-4300) to let 
them know what you think about 
the NESWC incinerator and about 
the need to improve the recycling 
effort in Tewksbury. Also, please 
call or write the Mass. Office of 
Environmental Affairs (617-727- 
9800) and the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (617-565-3355) 
and encourage them to help 
Tewksbury and the other NESWC 
towns close the NESWC 
incinerator. Thank you.

Dear Larz: 

1 am writing because I can't 
understand why there is so much 
adverse publicity regarding child 
care centers. 

Why are there never any stories 
written about all the good, caring 
childcare providers out there? 
There are a great many of them and 
I consider myself among them. I 
love my childcare children as 
though they're my own and I take 
excellent care of them providing 
many preschool activities and 
keeping them safe and warm just as 
their parents do. 

I know many other childcare 
providers and they are excellent, 
loving, caring individuals. Most of 
the negative media attention comes 
from other parts of the country 
where there are high provider/child 
ratios, Some centers in other areas 
have 10 or more youngsters per 
provider, 

In Massachusetts childcare centers 
are closely regulated and allowed 
only six children at a time. Only 
three of the six may be under two 
years old and one of the three under 
two must be 15 months old and 
walking. We are also required to 
undergo training in CPR, childcare 
providing and first aid which 
includes 15 hours of classes during 
each three year licensing period. 

With these low ratios, children 
from infancy to age five, or until

Miller stated that the Board of Health 
\canted the property owners to fix-up the

“Recently the floor was repaired, the 
ceilings were fixed, and we painted. We 
had toclose the store for one month todo 
the work,” said Mike Elia.

Duncan stated that there were no 
unresolved issues concerning the site 
plan that could not be discussed then. “It 
is a commercial development in a com- 
mercial area. The Planning Board sug- 
gests fixing the building by working 
with what it has,” said Duncan 

Mike Elia stated that they are trying 
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Elia’s store plan raises emotions

Teen held on car theft charges 


WOBURN — Woburn and 
Wilmington police teamed up to 
catch a 17-year-old Wilmington 
man who allegedly stole a car 
and drove intoxicated down 
Main Street shortly before mid- 
night, Wednesday. 

John Shirley, 17, of Wilming- 
ton, was placed under arrest 
when he was stopped just over 
the Woburn-Wilmington line 
Wednesday after he allegedly 
stole a pick-up truck in front of 
the Ocean Wave restaurant on 
Main Street. 

The suspect was charged 
with larceny of a motor 
vehicle, operating under the in- 
fluence, driving without a li- 
cense and failing to stay within 
marked lanes. 

Police received the report of 
the stolen vehicle around 11:45 
p.m., Wednesday. An officer 
radioed a description of the 
suspect who he had seen enter 
the truck from the passenger 


side a few minutes earlier. 

Officer Charles Stokes Jr., 
who had just ended his shift, 
anticipated the suspect would 
head north on Main Street. He 
drove to Main Street at Kilby 
Street and headed north, ob- 
serving the suspect vehicle a 
few cars ahead. - 

As Woburn Police were in 
the middle of a shift change, 
Wilmington Police were 
notified and Stokes trailed the 
suspect in his unmarked 
vehicle, observing him weaving 
and nearly striking the curb. 

They were met at the Wil- 
mington line by a marked po- 
lice cruiser, with several more 
cruisers positioned a hundred 
feet or so into Wilmington.

Three collegiate deaths spark concerns 


Weighing the risks and options

Wrestli is certainly a grueling 
sport. It's very physical and ex- 
hausting just like football, hockey 
and swimming. But in this case, 
wrestling is different from all of the 
other sports 

Wrestling is more of an individual 
sport than any of those others 
Wrestlers are by themselves on the 
mat and they either win or lose by 
themselves. Their coaches are there 
for safety and guidance, to get them 
dnd to keep them in shape and they 
are also there to, of course, teach 
them the sport. 

Just like every other sport, there is 
a dangerous side to wrestling. In 
football and hockey, it's the con- 
Stant physical contact, while, in 
wrestling the dangerous side is 
personal training, making and 
keeping weight. Most of the con- 
cerns for this sport come from 
wrestlers trying to lose weight, or 
too much weight. 

In last week's Sports Illustrated 
(dated Dec. 29) magazine, there was 
an article (on page 134) about the 
third collegiate wrestler who had 
died in the past three months 
because the wrestler was trying to 
lése more weight than his body 
could handle. Drugs might have 
had something to do with the most 
recent death, but it is not known, 
Whether or not drugs had every- 
thing or nothing to do with it, three 
deaths from the sport is still 
frightening. 

In order for this trail of deaths to 
stop, wrestlers starting at the high 
school level must take responsibility 
for themselves before something 
like this happens to them, Just like 
in every other sport, every athlete, 
in this every wrestler, strives 
to be bigger, stronger and quicker 
then the next - anything for an 
edge. The article in Sports 
Illustrated said a lot of times 
wrestlers want to lose the weight 


because it's a macho thing. That 
way, they would have an advantage 
to wrestle in a lower weight class 
against a leaner opponent who is not 
at the upper end of the class. 

In order for this not to occur 
again, there are three easy steps to 
follow: eat healthy; do a little more 
exercise beyond wrestling practice 
and meets; and use common sense. 

“I think [the NCAA] believes that 
college wrestlers are adults and that 
they don't need the certification 


program," stated Wilmington High 
School head coach Mike Pimental of 
the national program that all high 
schools use, "I think collegiate 
wrestlers should know what their 
limits are. They have to keep things 
in perspective. I think it might be a 
good idea for [the NCAA] to start 
the cert tion program that is 
used nationally at the high school 
level." 

In what seems like it would be 
reversed, high school wrestling is 
certainly several laps ahead of 
collegiate wrestling on, the terms of 
using common sense and using 
discretion. High School wrestling 
uses calculations to determine what 
weight classes athletes will wrestle 
in. On the other hand, in college, 
therecis nothing like that, it's unli- 
mited because the NCAA feels that 
collegiate-wrestlers are adults and 
they can determine what they can 
and cannot do. 

Apparently the NCAA is naive. 

Nationally, high school wrestling 
is taken very seriously. Before the 
season starts, each wrestler is given 
a test to determine their body fat. 
In Wilmington and~Tewksbury, 
they use the skin fold measurement 
test. It is administered by a doctor 
or a trainer, The skin fold 
measurement test measures body fat 
on three different parts of the body, 
for instance the bicep, tricep and 
back areas. Five percent is a good 
number for high school wrestlers to 
have, but no one should have less

than five percent of body fat. The 
test is done three different times and 
a mean is taken from there. Then 
the doctor would take that number 
and subtract it from the wrestler's 
weight to give the number of the 
proper weight class each student- 
athlete should be in. 

No high school wrestler is sup- 
posed to be allowed to wrestle 
below seven percent of their body 
fat. For example, if a wrestler 
weighs 150 pounds and he or she 
has seven percent of body fat, then 
the wrestler would be certified to 
wrestle at the 145-pound weight 
class. The certification is signed by 
a doctor, the head coach and the 
wrestler's parents. 

That's using common sense 

"I'm not really worried about my 
kids, or the any other high school 
wrestler" Pimental said. "With this 
certification program, there really 
isn't a cause for concern. I did have 
a kid a few years ago who weighed 
around 145 and he wanted to 


wrestle at 112 and there was no way 
I was going to let that happen. I let 
my kids choose what weight class 
they want to wrestle in - just as long 
as it fits with them and their 
weight.” 

For high school wrestlers, there 
shouldn't be too much of an alarm 
especially locally because of the 
safety procedures the high school 
level takes in wrestling. In Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury there 
shouldn't be any alarm because of 
the serious attitude that both 
Pimental and Tewksbury coach Al 
Donovan take to this matter. 

There have been some local 
wrestlers over the past few years 
who haven't or still don't go about 
keeping weight the right way 
These kids stay healthy and and they 
are all for the most part in great 
shape. They don't lose consider- 
able amounts of weight, but despite 
what their coaches tell them, they 
still don't go about it the right way. 
They may eat like every other 
normal person does for six days and 
then try to burn the extra weight 
and body fat off in a few hours or 
they decide that they won't eat for 
one day ... or two days ...or three 
days, and so on 

"A lot of the kids have no idea of 
how to go about it," said Tewks- 
bury High's athletic trainer Bill 
Martin. "I remember there was this 
one kid a few years ago who 
thought that if he ate pretzels 24 
hours a day that would help him. He 
thought that by eating a lot of 
carbohydrates that it would help 
him. He would eat two bags a day 
and that's all he would eat. That 
wasn't healthy for him, especially 
because he could have dehydrated 
with all of the salt. 

"A lot of high school kids pig out 
and eat at McDonalds every chance 
they get and that's one of their 
problems, they eat that stuff a few 
nights before and come in over- 
weight because they haven't burnt 
off that fat from it. It's a simple 
process [to maintain the same 
weight] - all they have to do is eat 
fruits and vegetables and drink 
water and non-fat milk. I haven't 
really seen too much at all of kids 
having a problem with this. I think 
kids are smart enough today not to 
put themselves into that torture,” 
Martin continued. 

In addition to the three collegiate 
wrestlers who died because they 
shed away too many pounds, there 
are some other concerns. A few 


weeks back, Wilmington hosted the 
annual Sons of Italy wrestling 
tournament and one of the wrestlers 
was two pounds overweight in the 
112 class the morning of the meet. 
He had up until an hour before the 
meet to lose those two pounds, but if 
he did he couldn't immediately 
drink fluids and eat and add weight 
back. If he did not, he would not 
wrestle. 

“Watching what he went through 
that morning really disturbed me," 
said Wilmington D.A.R.E. Officer 
and the starter of the Wilmington 
Youth Wrestling Program, Chip 
Bruce. “He just ran around until he

Although fans got their money 
worth, nothing else good came out 
of Tuesday night's thrilling, yet 
sloppy and disgusting, overtime loss 
for the Wilmington High boys hoop 
team to their arch rival Masco- 
nomet.

Wilmington has the players, the 
talent, the quickness, the size, the 
shooters and the coaching staff to be 
one of the best around.

lost the weight, all he did was sweat 
out liquid, but it really shocked me 
to see what he went through. He is a 
kid who doesn't have any fat on him 
whatsoever, you can't find any, 
anywhere. I guess that's what bot- 
hered me 

"I don't think it's right to take a 
teenage boy who is in good shape 
and have him lose weight when he is 
still growing. It doesn't seem natu- 
ral, but if it’s done right and all they 
are taking off is fat and it's not 
hurting them then I guess it's okay. 
Wrestlers have done this for so 
™many years and I have never seen 
anyone who had a problem with it, 
50 I guess it's nota big deal," Bruce 
continued. 

Pimental said it's very unhealthy 
to go about not eating for a day or 
two or even skipping a meal like 
breakfast. He says that if someone 
skips breakfast for example, then 
has a huge lunch, then a lot of that 
fat is stored and it's harder to burn 
off the extra fat because your 
inetabolism is not working as fast 
because it slowed down with out 
breakfast 

"Wrestling is such an exhubera- 
ling sport, if you run a mile you 
burn about 200 calories, but if you 
Wrestle for 15 minutes you lose 
thore than 200 calories and-we have 
two to three hour practices," he 
said. “You are using so many mus- 
cles when you wrestle. That's one 
thing I take a lot of pride in with my 
teams, they are in the proper shape 
when it comes to wrestling. When 
we have two to three hour practices, 
we don't just wrestle all that time, 
it's conditioning, it’s techniques, it's 
everything. 

"“A’kid like Dave DeAmato is a 
great example. He came out of 
football as a pretty lean 180 
pours He is certiffed to wrestle 
at 171. He loses about seven or 


eight pounds a day at practice 
because he sweats so much. He eats 
healthy and he works out regularly, 
but he looses that weight because he 
is sweating which means he is 
burning off fat and calories and 
losing water, 

‘Safety comes first in wrestling 
and there is always a weight class 
for everyone. Wrestling is an indi- 
vidual sport and a person succeeds 
on his or her heart and his or her 
work ethic. And if they are smart 
about it-and eat healthy, then they 
will be fine," Pimental continued. 

Pimental tells his wrestlers to have 
‘six small meals a day and for them 
“o do a little extra exercising away 
sfrom practice whether it be a late 
jrun after dinner, twenty minutes on 
Sthe stationary bike or sit-ups or 


push-ups while watching television. 
anything to burn the extra body fat 
off 

"You just have to eat smart. The 
average man has a 2,800 calorie diet 
during wrestling season and if you 
g0 to McDonalds once, one meal is 
3,000 calories, so that's not cating 
smart. When I wrestled in high 
school, I had the same meal every- 
day, six fish sticks and a salad. You 
just have to be smart, eat salads, 
fruits “and vegetables and drink 
water and natural juices. They 
should also cut down on soda and 
stuff with sodium and sugar, If you 
have the six small meals, you will be 
fine." 

"I just didn't eat the night before a 
match, I had something small, then I 
would do some sit-ups during 
commercials of watching televi- 
sion, When I was a Senior in high 
school, T wanted to become a state 
champion and I thought that if I 
worked harder then everyone else, 
then my dream would come true 
So when I was watching tv. I would 
do the extra work during com- 
mercials, while, everyone else was 
enjoying the show and then I knew I 
was working harder then everyone 
else. That year my dream came true 
and I was a state champion," Pimen- 
tal said 

Since this past November, three 
collegiate wrestlers passed away 
because of the torture they did to 
themselves trying to lose weight 
Jeff Reese was the most recent one 
He was a junior at Michigan State 
He was a natural 170-pounder and 
he couldn't crack the starting 
line-up. An opening came at the 
150-pound class and for three days 
he did everything in his power to 


shed 17 pounds. He collapsed in the 
locker room the day of the mect 
after spending the last two hours of 
his life in a plastic suit, riding a 
stationary bike in a room that was 
92 degrees. 

“All of that stuff is illegal in high 
school - plastic suits, saunas, wear- 
ing trash bags, using any diuretics 
or any pills is illegal," Pimental 
instructed. “All of those pills are 
unhealthy for you, even-the muscle 
builder shakes because your telling 
your body to add muscle and your 
telling your body to lose weight at 
the same time." 

College wrestling has been 
around since 1920. There have been 
three cases since then. All kinds of 
people have been successful cutting 
weight and wrestling like Jerry 
Seinfeld, Robin Williams, Ben 
Franklin - they all did it the right 
way, eating right, exercising and 
knowing their limitations. If you

do that, you won't have 
problems," Pimental continued. 

Pills and muscle gainers as well as 
drugs, alcohol and chewing tobacco 
were all part of the reason for the 
three deaths 

“A lot of coaches encourage 
chewing tobacco use to their 
wrestlers so that way they lose 
weight by spitting all of the extra 
fluids out,” Bruce said. "Chewing 
tobacco is highly addictive and it's 
so highly concentrated with nicotine 

more so than cigarettes. I've seen 
coaches encourage it and I've talked 
to several high school kids who 
can't stop doing it. that's how 
addictive it is. All of that stuff is 
just totally unhealthy. The weight 
gain shakes - when you're wrestling 


any 


and you take that you're confusing 
your body. You're telling’it to gain 
weight and you're telling it to lose 
weight as well - your body will 
really suffer if you do that." 

Perhaps a hig deal is being made 
about nothing here. There has never 
been a serious problem known in 
high school wrestling with kids 
trying to lose too much weight. But 
the proper message of how to 
maintain weight has to be delivered, 
whether it is everyday during 
wrestling practice or not 

Who wants to read about a former 
local high school wrestling star who 
collapsed on his college locker 
room floor after he tried to burn 
off 20 pounds in three hours 
because he loved the sport that 
much?

The brown ale, as described 
by the brewmeister, is darker, 
but sweeter, than the winter 
warmer. 

“It goes well with food,” 
Friguliette said. 

Another pleasant surprise is 
the Baldwin Pale Ale. It has a 
definite ale taste with the full 
flavor of the hops that are used 
in the brewing, 

However, it does not stay for- 
ever on the palate, doing its job 
of quenching thirst and leaving 
the drinker ready for a little 
more. 

One nice thing about micro 
brewed beers and ales, such as 
those put out by Middlesex 
Brewing, is that they are made 
for sipping gently in company or 
for accompanying food. These 
are not beers that you can only 
get enjoyment from swigging as 
many as possible. 

Friguliette said, “Beer is 
probably different things to dif- 
ferent people.” 

He explained that the ales 
tend to be more full-bodied and 


similar to wine in that it has

If there is one area of life that 
has changed more dramatically 
than any other over the past 46 
years, it has been medicine. 

Dr. Alfred Donovan knows that 
for a fact. In 1951, when he opened 
his practice in Wakefield, it was 15 
years before Medicare was enact- 
ed. Tuberculosis, polio and 
rheumatic fever were still ram- 
pant at the time. 

In 1951, Dr. Donovan and Dr. 
William Clark started the 
Wakefield Medical Associates, one 
of the longest existing group of 
independent physicians north of 
Boston. “We charged three dollars 
for an office visit and four dollars 
for a house call. All medicine was 
provided fee-for-service,” says Dr. 
Donovan, “unless a patient 
couldn’t pay, then it was free. Of 
course the hospital also willingly 
contributed free service.” 

While Dr. Donovan speaks nos- 
talgically about the early years of 
his practice, he believes that the 
changes in medicine have, on the 
whole, been a big improvement. 

“The difference between when 
I started practicing medicine and 
now is like comparing Roman 
times to Star Wars,” explains Dr. 


Tonk Walk, Step Charleston, 
Walking Shoes and Ray 
Orbison’s Sitting In Dreams. 

After awhile you’ll see a hand 
with a black microphone moving 
in rhythm with an “18 year-old 
figure.” Soon the rest of Chiara 
White emerges through a maze 
of arms, legs and heads as a 
group of about 35 seniors move 
slowly around the dance floor.

Smiles 
speak volumes as the seniors 
cool down after hoofing it with 
twist vine, step, step, cha, cha 
They certainly don’t have any 
time to misbehave-it’s all they 
can do to concentrate on 
Chiara’s call, listen to Ain't 
Misbehavin, and step lively so 
there won't be any mid floor coi- 
lisions. 

In between dances Chiara 
moves easily around the ball- 
room speaking to and hugging 
old friends. Later over coffee the 
lady who has taught line danc- 
ing for 18 years confides to this 
writer that it's easier to get her 
students’ attention when a 
stranger is sitting in the audi- 
ence. Chiara’s “Kids” love to 
giggle and chat and that’s the 
greatest thing about line danc- 
ing. 

It’s a great way to socialize, 
exercise, and hug a wonderful 
teacher. The great grandmother

Donovan. “Today, when people get 
pneumonia, it is not as life threat- 
ening as it once was. I remember 
staying up all night to drain peo- 
with the figure of an 18 year-old 
didn’t wave a magic wand to get 
in such great shape. What's her 
secret? The little dynamo stops 
long enough to explain; “I love 
to exercise. I have always taken 
care of my health first and fore- 
most. I took the Fountain of 
Youth Exercises for two years 
and now do them occasionally. 
It was just a challenge-I had to 
do it.” What does this Stoneham 
resident like when she’s at home 
with son James White? She says, 
“I like reading and crossword 
puzzles. They’re very, very 
relaxing. I like how to garden 
books. I have a rose garden, 
make my own compost, and 
have the best soil in the Town of 
Stoneham.” Chiara laughs lest 
her statement is taken as a little 
too “rich” by the neighbors.

A proud great 
grandmother sits a little taller 
in the restaurant booth and says, 
“We go on hikes together.” I 
(also) have two grandchildren in 
the State of Washington who I've 
never seen.” However, her two 
daughters, a lawyer and a certi- 
fied public accountant, mail 
mom photos and video tapes to 
keep her up to speed on the 
grand kids. 

One might describe Chiara 
White’s 18 year teaching line 
dancing as a lingering love 
affair. How did this affair of the 
mind, body and spirit evolve 
Chiara? She steps into the ques- 
tion as if she were on the Elm 
Street dance floor; “I took (line 
dancing) classes 18 years ago 
and I was hooked. The instruc- 
tor, Wilbur Crocker, left for 
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ple’s lungs. I remember seeing 
beautiful children stricken with 
polio and I knew at the outset 
they would spend the rest of their 
lives cripple or on a respirator. 

“Today, with effective treat- 
ment, advance immune mecha- 
nisms and better diagnostic facili- 
ties like an MRI, CT Scan and 
angiography the story is quite dif- 
ferent. Today, we can explore the 
body without even using a 
scalpel.” 

Dr. Donovan admits that the 
cost of medicine is astronomical 
compared to 1951, but he believes 
people are really receiving value 
for those costs. “People are living 
longer and healthier.” Dr. 
Donovan is still fascinated by the 
power of medicine. He loves see- 
ing and helping patients, but after 
46 years, he believes it is time to 
retire. 

Dr. Donovan and his wife, 
Maureen, have eleven children 
who have been the focus of their 
lives and who bring them great 
joy. They plan to spend time trav- 
eling and visiting their children. 
Dr. Donovan is an avid collector 
of medical books and instru- 
ments, and he enjoys hiking and 
mountain climbing, a hobby since 
childhood. 

Dr. Donov..n believes his life 
has been blessed. Besides a won- 
derful wife and children, he has 
loved his profession and the peo- 
ple he has worked with. “I have 
the greatest office staff and I’ve 
enjoyed working with my dear 
friend and colleague, Dr. Jeffery. 
I’m also grateful to Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital. I have worked 
with excellent doctors at the hos- 
pital and a nursing staff who-are 
phenomenal. It is a unique insti- 
tution and I have been lucky to be 
in its orbit.” 

Dr. Donovan has referred his 
patients to his colleagues: Dr. 
Russell Jeffery, Dr. Frances 
Schuss and Dr Lina Feldman.

many different characteristics 
that make up the taste. 

Because of this he claims 
that a lot of “cutting edge” 
restaurants are cooking with 
beer. 

“Beer dinners are becoming 
popular,” Friguliette said. 

Like wines, beers now come 
in so many different flavors that 
it is possible to try five or six 
and differentiate the flavors, 
according to Friguliette. 

“Very rarely will I go to 
someone’s house and drink 
more than two of the same 
beer,” he added. 

“The same thing with wine 
that started about 15 years ago,” 
according to Friguliette, “is now 
happening with. beer.” 

During the interview it was 
noted that in the late 1960's and 
into the 1970’s beer drinkers 
made do with Schlitz, Miller and 

‘Budweiser. A number of other 
names were on the market but 
many of them such as 
Ballantine, Falstaff, Narragan- 
sett, Schaeffer and Carling 
either went under or were 
bought by the Miller Brewing 
Company. 

“Budweiser is a good beer for 
what it is,” Friguliette said. 

He explained, “A lot of micro 
brewery beers have so much 
more complexity and character 
to them. I think a lot of people 
are starting to appreciate it.” 

Friguliette added, “I don’t 
think it (micro-brewing) is a 
fad. It will be with us for a long 
time.” 

Friguliette started his career 
as a brewmeister as a hobby in 
his home. 


“After a while I got away 
from it,” he recalled. 


However, Friguliette started 
thinking about different recipes 
for beers and ales and then got 
into a conversation with a 
restaurant in Boston. That led to 
the possibility of supplying the 
restaurant with beer, but after 
all the permits had been 
obtained a brewing was about to 
begin, the restaurant pulled out 
of the deal. 

As a result, Friguliette start- 
ed to bottle his homemade prod- 
uct into 20 ounce bottles and 
sold it to stores on his own. 

After three years in his home. 
the business grew out of the size 
that could be run in a house and 
the Wilmington location was 
found. 

“After three years I decided I 
needed to get bigger or get out 
of the business,” Friguliette 
said. 

About one year ago his cousin 
Ron Dills was looking for a busi- 
ness to invest in and the two 
came together. 

The brewery at 844 Woburn 
Street is an unlikely building on 
the outside and is located in an 


industrial park. There are no 
green fields and corrals of hors- 
es to identify it. 

However, inside the front door 
the visitor is greeted by a tast- 
ing bar and then enters into a 
room full of stainless steel vats 
where the aroma of brewing 
hops is prevalent. 

The area is spotless and that 
is by design not by accident. 
One thing the visitor notices 
right away is that the whole 
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warehouse is taken up by brew- 
ing equipment and very little 
product is stored on hand. 

That is also by design and not 
accident. According to Friguli- 
ette, the Middlesex Brewery cus- 
tomer is looking for freshness of 
product. 

Tours of the Brewery are 
open to the public and free 
every Saturday from 2-4 p.m.. 
No reservations are necessary. 


“We are proud of our brew- 
ery, it is state of the art as far 
as the equipment goes,” 
Friguliette said. “We take pains 
to keep it clean. We hope that 
shows the care we take in mak- 
ing our product.” 


Dills noted that the brewery 
is becoming a part of the 
Wilmington community and 
wants to take part in events in 
other communities as well. 

He said that as a result of the 
scene on the label depicting a 
canal boat on the former 
Middlesex Canal as it makes its 
way past Woburn’s Library 
Park, the Wilmington Historical 
Society asked the brewery to be 
part of a recent event at the 
Harnden Tavern historical site. 

“They were trying to attract 
more men to the historical sites 
in town,” Dill said. 

He also noted that the brew- 
ery is hoping to sponsor a week- 
end event in May.

Breath new life into your carpets 


Care and prompt repair is 
the key to prolonging the life of 
your carpet. Vacuum at least 
once a week. Fix any damage 
before it has a chance to get 
worse. And clean spills im- 
mediately. 

Here are some tips on carpet 
repair: Dents 

Avoid deep furniture dents 
in your carpet by moving your 
furniture — just a couple of in- 
ches — every time you vacu- 
um. If indentations do occur, 
fluff up the crushed nap with a 
screwdriver or butter knife. 
Then restore the nap’s height 
and texture by holding a 
steaming iron about a quarter- 
inch above the carpet surface. 
Tears 


Carpet tears occur most 
often at seams, where two 
pieces are glued or sewn to- 
gether. If you’re rejoining a 
seam that was once glued to- 
gether, you'll find the old glue 
tough to work a_ needle 
through. Use needle-nose pliers 
to help push and pull the 
needle. 


REMARK 


To resew a seam or tear, 
pull the halves together and 
hold them in place with nails 
driven about 6 inches from 
each edge. Using an awl or ice 
pick to bore tiny stitch holes 
about a half-inch from each 
edge, sew the edges together 
with a curved upholstery 
needle and a nylon fishing line. 
Run the stitches on the top of 
the carpet parallel to the tear 
and run the ones under the sur- 
face diagonally. Brush the car- 
pet to hide the stitches and the 
seam. 


Caution: If there’s a tiaished 
floor under your carpet, don’t 
drive nails into it and be care- 
ful when cutting or punching 
holes in the carpet or applying 
cleaning solutions. Patching. 

Serious damage to a carpet 
may require patching. 

Use a sharp utility knife to 
cut out the damaged section of 
the carpet. Line up the cuts 
with a carpenter’s square. 
Separate the threads of the 
carpet so you can cut through 
the backing without cutting off

threads along the edge. This 
will make it easier to blend the 
patch, 

Next, cut a replacement 
patch using the damaged piece 
as a pattern. Use a spare piece 
of carpet or borrow from an in- 
conspicuous place such as the \ 
back of a closet, replacing the 
patch with the damaged piece: 


Apply double-faced carpet 
tape to the floor around the 
perimeter of the hole, Press 
the tape, into position on the 
floor, then peel off the backing 
on the top of the tape. ns, 

Press the new patch in place 
with a rolling pin. Or weigti it 
down with telephone books. for 
a few hours. Brush the nap 
along the seam to blend :the 
patch. 


Dab s..oe polish, ink or aty 
paint wih paint remover. 
(First test the paint remover 
on a carpet scrap or in an in- 
conspicuous area of the carpet 
to make sure it doesn’t cause 
discoloration). If that fails, tis 
dry-cleaning fluid. :

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Set up and run a home office 


Ideally, your home office 
should be a separate room. But 
if one isn’t available, choose a 
corner or space that will 
belong to you and you alone. 

In selecting an area, consid- 
er whether there is enough 
space for a desk and other 
equipment that you'll need. Is 
there a convenient electrical 
outlet and telephone jack? If 
not, you'll have to have them 
installed. 

Your desk need not be a 
standard desk at all. All you 
really need is a spacious sur- 
face on which you can write, 
figure, take messages and 
otherwise conduct your busi- 
ness. Whatever you choose, it 
should be sturdy and of a com- 
fortable height. A time-honored 
standby is a hollow door rest-

abinets, which provides plenty

well as a good-size desktop at 
just the right height. 

Most home offices borrow 
space from an existing room. A 

* small guest room can do double 
; duty as a home office with the 
addition of a compact wall 


unit. A wide variety of such 
units are available at office 
furniture stores and come 
equipped with shelves, 
drawers, desk, a computer cen- 
ter, and a variety of slide-out 
and pull-down work surfaces. 

If the area under the stair- 
way can accommodate shelves, 
odds are that it can also serve 
as a small work station. You 
can leave an under-stairs office 
exposed or conceal it behind 
doors when not in use. A bifold 
door can also serve as a screen 
to provide a bit of extra 
privacy while you work. 

A good home office provides 
a sense of separation from 
other household activities. If 
necessary, invest in a partial 
wall, a ceiling-high cabinet or 
other partition that will sepa- 
rate you psychologically from 
the rest of the house.

plete, the lender can begin pro- 
cessing the information. An 
appraisal of the home and a 
credit report are often request- 
ed, and employment and assets 
are verified. The lender then 
provides specific loan infor- 
mation and an estimate of clos- 
ing and related costs to the 
buyer. 

During the approval phase, 
the lender evaluates the applica- 
tion, along with supporting doc- 
umentation, and approves a loan 
amount. 


“Current industry studies say 
the average loan takes more 
than 30 days to approve,”

After a loan is approved, the 
homebuyer meets with the sell- 
er, real estate agent and attor- 
ney to finalize the transaction 
and sign any necessary paper- 
work. This is commonly known 
as the closing. The lender then 
disburses the funds to the settle- 
ment or closing agent and the 
title is transferred to the buyer.

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Remove problem trees carefully 


When Joyce Kilmer wrote 
that he’d “never see a poem 
lovely as a tree,” he didn’t 
have in mind a tall pine raining 
sappy needles all over his car, 


* raking mountains of leaves in 


the fall or listening to a snow- 
laden elm creak in a high wind 
as it threatens to crash through 
the roof of his house. 

Your own yard may have 
problem trees that present a 
hazard to property and_per- 
sonal safety, and would be bet- 
ter off removed. Should you at- 
tempt the job yourself? Felling 
a tree in your yard is not the 
same as it is in the forest. A 
tall tree may have to be 
removed in sections and felled 
in a precise manner to avoid 
crashing down on power lines, 
roadways and nearby homes. 

Once the tree is down, you'll 
have to contend with cutting up 
the trunk and branches and 


disposing of all the waste wood 
- not to mention removing the 
stump. Of course, you can rent 
the equipment that a pro would 
use to handle the job. However, 
it’s likely that you'll find the 
rental costs, specialized knowl- 
edge and hard work required 
make hiring an expert a real 
bargain. 

Getting the right people tur 
the job also takes some know- 
how. First, make sure the com- 
pany carries liability insur- 
ance, Without this, persorial in- 
jury to anyone (including those 
hired to do the work), or 
damage to nearby property, 
can open you up to a serious 
personal lawsuit. 

While costs can vary 
depending on location, you're 
better off paying a flat rate for 
the entire job rather than 
paying on a time-and-materials 
basis. This way, you know the

total cost before you start and 
can shop around to find the 
best deal. As a rule, you can 
expect to pay about $500 to $600 
per 8-hour day, which includes 
the crew and equipment. You 
shouldn’t have to pay anything 
before the work starts, and it’s 
a good idea to look for a com- 
pany that’s been in business for 
a while and has references you 
can check. 

Where a tall tree can’t easily 
be felled due to potential 
damage to property, it’s 
removed in sections. The first 
step is to remove the branches 
- working from the bottom up 
to avoid getting the upper 
branches entangled in the 
lower ones. A cherry picker 
and a chain saw are standard 
tools for this work. Alternative- 
ly, some pros use a rope and
